McKay, the Alliance Juage, who had never 
read a page of law before he took his oath of 
office, and who was brought befére the Su- 
preme Court last week under ‘contempt pro- 
ceedings and reprimanded for ignoring its de- 
cisions, is again in trouble, and the attorneys 
in his district would have impeachment pro- 
ceedings instituted if it were not for the Alli- 
ance House of Representatives. At this 
week’s sitting of court in Harper County 
Judge McKay set aside all of the judgments 
of the special Judge, who had presided while 
he was being tried for contempt, and in- 
structed the clerk of the District Court to file 
ho more journal entries until they were signed 
by him. 

The Supreme Court has been mercilessly 
denounced by the People’s party newspapers 
for interfering with Judge McKay, and the 
Alliance has determined to make a hero of 
him. His course has been indorsed by every 
Suballiance in his district and he is being 
groomed for the Supreme Bench The lawyers 
in the district charge that Judge McKay has 
taken under advisement motions which have 
been filed of mortgage-foreclosure cases with 
no intention of deciding them, but in order to 
force them to be taken out of his jurisdiction 
to the Supreme Court. This will delay the 
proceedings four yeats, during which time the 
mortgageor will remain in possession of the 
property.

Not necessarily, I don’t suppose we shall 
get any reduction in yardage rates unless 
the Stock-Yards company ‘signs agree- 
ments with us to that effect.

The conclusion of the negotiations be- 
tween the leading packers and the owners of 
the Stock-Yards ends a fight which has existed 


several months and which has been enveloped 


in a cloud of mystery so far as the general 
public has been concerned. 
How the Fight started. 

The first the public heard of the matter was 
when the real-estate dealers began to boom 
Tolleston as a desirable place for investments, 
owing to the alleged intention of the big pack- 
ers to move their packing interests there. The 
packers when questioned denied this, but 
their denials carried with them a suspicion 
that the reports were true, In this way inter- 
est in the reported removals was maintained 
and the Tolleston story was by many consi- 
ered far other than a mere real-estate agents“ 
concoction. Then came reports of intended 
removal to other points. The Stock-Yards 
company was in the meantime in hot 
water. A removal of the “Big Three” to 
Tolleston or any other place meant evil to the 
company, and as soon as its representatives 


received a confirmation of the story meetings 


were called. The inatter began to look se- 
rious and. the company asked for a com- 
promise. 

This, if the outside packers are to be be- 
lieved, was exactly what the Big Three had 
waited for. With the Stock-Yards company 
frightened they were able to ask many con- 
cessions and get them, The packers asked 
for more than they got, but they did not ex- 
pect to have every request granted. These 
overtures resulted in the important meetings 
in New York, Boston, and abroad, The re- 
sult was a big victory for the packers. 

How Other Packers Explain It. 

The vutside packers are pretty near united 
in the explanation of the mysterious goings-on 
of the * Big Three.” They say the entire scheme 


— they say, proved highly effective, as 
the results show. 

Now, what the smaller packers are worrying 
over is whether they will get a portion of the 
concessions granted the “big three.” All 
through the interesting quarrel they have not 
been considered as worthy of notice.

THE JEWISH ‘PERSECUTION IN RUSSIA. 
We print elsewhere in this issue the sub- 
stance ofa series of articles in the North 
American Review by Prof. Goldwin Smith 
and in the Forum by other well-known 
writers, discussing the Russian Jewish ques- 
tion, which will command the general atten- 
tion of those interested in this subject. Prof, 
Smith’s article takes the Russian side, or 
rather presents arguments which show it in a 
more favorable light has usually been 
conceded to it, while the m articles are 
y anti-Rugsian in theircoloring. Prof. 
Goldwin Smith discusses the financial aspects 
of Russian persecution of the Jews and the 
decision of the great Jewish banking houses 
to decline negotia Russian loans, as the 
outcome of this pe tion, while 4nother ar- 
ticle written by Mr. Hourwitch, a Hebrew bar- 
rister, presents the race prejudice, aspects of 
the case growing out of “the participation of 
the Jewish youth of both sexes in the revolu- 
tionary struggle against hutocracy.”’ 

While both race and religious preju- 
dices have had something to do with the 
persecution of the Jews in Russia, the main 
cause of the rigorous edicts against them, 
Prof. Smith contends, is that in trading and 
financiering the Jews are too sharp for the 
Russian Slavs. As between Russia and the 
United States the comparison in this respect 
18 a significant one. There is a large number 
of Jewish traders in this country—estimated 
at half a million—who have come to this coun- 
try from all the nations of Europe, and whoare 
as keen and able in their dealings as any of 
their European brethren whom they have 
left behind. The American business-men, 
however, manage to hold their own and do 
not. complain that the Jews are monopolizing 
trade to their prejudice, or that they have 
absorbed the active capital or the business of 
money-lending of this country, or have mo- 
nopolized the management of great commer- 
cial and industrial enterprises in the United 
States. While the Jews have identified them- 
selves successfully with certain occupations 
and pursuits they have not shown 
such superior shrewdness as to bring 
down upon them the wrath of the Americans, 
or even fo merit the distinctive appellation 
accorded them by Prof. Smith or the Century 
Dictionary of superior sharpness which ap- 
parently has offended the sensibilities of some 
ofthem. On the other hand, the Americans 
have held their own, and under our system of 
free competition expect always to continue 
doing so, and probably in some respects will 
be able to give’the Jews points in trade mat- 
ters. In Slavic Russia, however, it 1s essen- 
tially different. The Slavs are not up to the 
mark of their Semitic neighbors in any of the 
departments of trade, commerce, finance, or 
general industry. If they had a different form 


its tendencies and absolute in its methods; 
which educated its youth; which did not mer- 
cilessly punish every effort of the Slav to do 
his own thinking and to secure a voice in the 
government, and which gave all its people an 
equal opportunity in the race of life, instead 
of confining the privileges of thinking and 
governing to a favored aristocracy, the Slavic 
people might hold their own and prove to be 
as good traders and financiers as the Jews 
among them. Probably when that time comes 
the Slay will not only be as successful, but he 
will be as exacting in money-lending as the 
Jews are alleged to be. 

Persecution on account of confessed supe- 
rior ability is notan agreeable thing to witness 
at the close of the nineteenth century; bus if 
all reports be correct the remonstrances of 
President Harrison have had considerable ef- 
fect m inducing the Czar to be less brutal in 
the methods of carrying out his edicts of ex- 
pulsion.

| The objection to this plan is that the 
progressive part of the world has tried it and 
outgrown it. When the German tribes first 
dome to the knowledge of the historian, they 
are found living in little villages, each man 
having his own hut and the ground imme- 
diately surrqunding it. The pasture and 
arable land were held in common. Each in- 
tof the latter, and 
the crops he on it were his own, but a 
year later there might be a redistribution, 
and he would have to till another strip. This 
system of a village, whose inhabitants went 
forth daily to cultivate the little adjacent 
farms, and which survives in Germany, passed 
over to England, and thence to New England. 
The settlers of the earliest towns laid out their 


| villages with only two streets, crossing at 


right angles. Every man had his house lot 
and also his outlying farm lot. The people 
being thus concentrated could go to meet- 
ing more conveniently, and defend them- 
selves better against the Indians. 

The people used to help. one another in 
those earlier days} before they had ever heard 


of organized coOperation. They helped at 


corn huskings, sugar boilings, log rollings, and 
house and barn raisings. But they did not 
put their crops inte a common storehouse: 
The only place where that was tried was 
Plymouth, Mass. The Pilgrims were at the 
outset members of a joint-stock company, so 
it was natural that they should put all the corn 


they raised into a common store. But they 


found that it bred.laziness and shirking. 
Then they allotteddand to each man to culti- 
vate for himself and to have the crop he raised 
as his own, and the result was that men, wom- 
en, and children all worked in the fields and 
raised far more crops and proépered much 
better. 

| Codperative farming hes been tried in this 
country frequently by small communities, 
prompted sometimes by religious impulses, 
like the Rappists; at other times by vague 
hopes of remodeling the world, such as in- 
spired Robert Dale Owen.. Some of them 
seemed to prosper for a brief time,. but they 
have nearly died out as practical failures. 

Ik this Kansan’s plan were tried, some 
men would be found to shirk and soger. That 
would breed discontent in others who saw the 


eleventh-hour men getting as much as they, 


who haa borne the heat and burden of the day, 
and there would be a row and secession, fol- 
lowed by the Sheriff elosing out the experi- 
ment. 

It is not impossible that enough carefully 
selected persons may be found to settle on a 
six-mile square township and cultivate it in 
common for a few years after the plan set forth 
by the Agora man.

A set of ideal 
people might be found who could get along 
for a short time. But human nature and 
human . selfishness, and incompatibility of 
tempers and varieties of views would breed 
faction, discontent, divisions, secessions, and 
collapses. ~ 
There was a time in the dim past, before the 
days of newspapers and magazines, when the 
members of one small illiterate community, 
under their patriarchal head, worked together 
in common fields and put what they produced 
into acommon magazine. Then followed the 
system where the community owned the land 
in common, but each man had the right to 
own the crops he raised. That has given way 
to individual labor and individual ownership 
of land, and that system appears to have taken 
root because.it harmonizes with human per- 
sonal liberty and family selfishness to own 
and control the fruits of its own toil and care. 
Individual land and house ownership has been 
arrived at by the evolutionary process of natural 
selection among intelligent self-governing 
communities. 2

THE TORY SCARECROW OF UNEESTRICT- 
ED RECIPROCITY. 

In the debate upon the budget in the Can- 
adian Parhament Tuesday night the discus- 
sion involved the question of unlimited reci- 
procity with this country, and speaking to 
that question Mr. Henderson, the member for 
Halton, declared that its adoption would 
„mean the annihilation of the great cities of 
„Montreal and Toronto, as those cities are of 
„more value than all our export and import 
“trade together.” Would it destroy them? 
On this side of the line the cities of Buffalo, 
Erie, Cleveland, Detroit, Duluth, Chicago, St. 
Paul, Kansas City, St. Louis, Omaha, and 
others, all exposed to the competition of the 
Eastern States under our inter-State free 
trade system, have thrived and grown prosper- 
ous under the policy of unrestricted corhmer- 
cigl reciprocity as between the States. They 
have rapidly filled up with population, in- 
creased their material resources, and devel- 
oped wealth in spite of the. competition 
of the cities beyond the Alleghanies. They 
have gone ahead in manufactures and 
competed successfully with the cities 
of the East. They have enjoyed a 
high degree of prosperity. If such things 


can happen one side of the boundary line, 


why shouid they not on the other? The bug- 
bear raised by the Tory Henderson is of the 
same kind that was raised before the Scotch 
act of union. It was then predicted that Edin- 
burg, Dundee. Aberdeen, and other Scotch 
cities would be stripped of their inhabitants 
and ruined commercially if Scotland were to 
have free trade with England, and that Lon- 
don and other English cities would prosper at 
their expense, This dire prophecy, however, 
did not materialize. On the other hand, Glas- 
gow, which was a fishing village at the time 
of the union, has become the greatest ship- 
building center in the world, and the second in 
population and wealth in the empire; and all 
the other Scotch cities have greatly increased

THE CROP MOVEMENT. 

The wheat crop of the United States is mov- 
ing t market at.a rate not equaled since 1886. 
The receipts at the nine large primary points 
for the first four weeks of the cereal year, 
which begins with July, were 12,658,000 bush- 
els, against 5,860,000 in the same time last 
year, and little more than 6,000,000 in each of 
the two years preceding. Of course these 
figures do not represent the present average, 
the initial movement being a small one. The 
receipts now exceed 1,000,000 bushels per 
day, and are apparently still on the increase. 
Evidently there is not yet any of the holding 
back that some members of the Farmers’ Alli- 


ance are said to have advised. The grain is 


being sent forward as rapidly as possible, and 
sellers are realizing fcr it prices which they 
must admit to be good when the magni- 
tude of the crop is considered. 

And the wheat is being taken freely for ex- 
port. Vessel room on the ocean chartered 
several weeks abead is filled up as fast as it 
arrives in port, and it is said the arrange- 


ments already made cover most of the ton- 


nage that will be available for several weeks 
to come. Fears have been expressed that the 
magnitude of the flow to Eurupe would badly 
weaken prices there, but thus far there has 
been little decline, and for that reason the

REPEALS A BAY CITY ORDINANCE. 


Michigap’s Supreme Court Declares a Re- 
dent Enactment Unconstitutional,
